St. Petersburg, Feb. 21.—With the 
decision of the student body of the 
great 
university of St. 
Petersburg, 
yesterday to suspend studies for the 
rem ainder of the university year, al­ 
most the whole educational system of 
Russia has entered upon a period of 
stagnation 
ti.* 
protest of the youth 
of Russia against the bureaucractic 
system and other governmental griev­ 
ances. 
Other universities of Russia, 
gymnasia and even gram m ar schools 
were already on strike, and the mili­ 
tary in various portions of the empire 
have been obliged to resort to force 
to restrain school boys of tender years 
who are joining the general move­ 
ment. 
The meeting of St. Petersburg stu­ 
dents, at which over 3,000 participated, 
besides voting with practical unanimi­ 
ty to suspend studies until Sept. I, 
adopted a set of political resolutions 
dem anding the formation of a con­ 
stituent assembly and characterizing 
the proposed summoning of the Zem­ 
sky Zobor as Inadequate for the em er­ 
gency. 
The resolutions after speak­ 
ing of “The progressive demoraliza­ 
tion of Russia under the influence of 
the absolute regime,” declared for 
freedom of speech, the press, con­ 
science. the right of association and 
assembly, and to strike, which are 
described as necessary conditions for 
the further progress of Russia. 
The m« ©ting also unanimously de­ 
cided to express disapproval of the 
action of the government in dealing 
with the workmen who attem pted to 
present their petition to the Emperor 
on Jan. 22. and its sympathy with 
the victims of the soldiery. 
A large 
faction voted In favor of stopping the 
war.

that the railroads will have the co­ 
operation of the private bankers, then 
it is a t least ten to one that the track 
elevation is a dead letter. 
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Ha Determination Caused a 
Peculiar Division In 


the House. 
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The fact that there was no opposi­ 
tion when the senate advanced the 
track elevation bill to engrossment is 
taken to mean th a t they intend to 
make their fight in the house, where 
they havt a hundred members to deal 
with. 
Representative Clifford, chair­ 
man of the railroad committee, said 
the bill is not a question of agreem ent 
between th© city and the roads and 
that he and his associates changed it. 
as they thought it should 
he. 
He 
said there are not many purchaseable 
votes in the house, and in his opinion 
the bill will gt i through 
The situa­ 
tion, however, as to this im portant 
m atter is about the same as it was 
two years ago. when the fight came so 
near the end of the session that the 
railroads won easily.

York, who condemned the action of 
President Roosevelt in sending a mes­ 
sage of condolence to Russia express 
ing the sentim ent that, the government 
and American people viewed the aet 
with abhorrence. 
The people, he de­ 
clared, did view with abhorrence th 
m assacre in St. Petersburg on Jan. 22, 
but the president, he said, had not 
seen fit to send a message of condo 
lence on that occasion. 
He was replied to by Mr. Grosvenor 
of Ohio, who took the ground that re 
gardless of the character of the dub 
or the question of the right or wrong 
of Russia's policy toward her sub 
jects, the president in sending the 
message he did. had done exactly what 
civilization recognized 
as his 
duty. 
The climax cam e later in the day 
when Mr. Baker read a resolution on 
the subject which he subsequently In­ 
troduced and which in effect was a 
reiteration of his rem arks previously 
made. 
He explained that his object 
in doing so was because ii had been 
suggested that in that event a motion 
would be made to expel him. 
He 
shouted defiance to any m em ber of 
the house to make the motion, as he 
deposited the resolution and took Ins 
scat amid the confusion and turmoil 
which the incident had created.

from punishment the party to the cor­ 
rupt contract who furnishes evidence 
leading to conviction. 
T he penalty Is 
a fine of not to exceed $500, to which 
may be added imprisonment in the 
county jail or workhouse. 
By the sam e unanimous vote the 
senate passed a primary election bill 
also introduced by Senator Hugg, and 
which applies only to Marion county. 
This bill introduces sw eeping changes 
in the nvdhods of nominating candi­ 
dates 
Conventions, except to name 
delegates to national, state or district 
conventions, are abolished. 
All nom­ 
inees must be selected at primaries. 
An elective board of primary elec 
tion com m issioners composed ©qififly 
of Republicans and Democrats Is cre­ 
ated 
This board is to appoint all 
election officers and oversee all other 
details of such elections. 
The pri­ 
mary election" of all parties are re­ 
quired to be held on the sam e day. 
The bill prescribes the method of vot­ 
ing at primaries and the duty of elec­ 
tion officials. 
Heavy penalties are 
provided for the buying or selling of 
votes. 


The Governor at Work Again. 


Governor Hanly has been at his of 
fie© during the past week and has been 
giving careful scrutiny and study to ; 
th© bills laid before him, with 
the 
assistance of Attorney General Miller. 
Governor Hanly is far from being a 
well man, and has been compelled to j 
deny him self to callers for the remain 
der of the session other than state 
officers and members of the general j 
assembly.

Over $3,500,000 Lost to the People 
of Indiana on Account of Adul­ 
terated Food. 


Mr. J. X. B urly, S ecretary of the 
Indiana S tate B oard of Health, is the 
writer of a recent m agazine article 
which ought to be read in full by every 
housewife in this state. 
In order to secure some facts in 
regard to food ad u lteratio n in Indiana, 
the - tate Board of Health passed an 
: order th a t the secretary 
should buy 
sam ples in v arious parts of the state 
and have them analyzed by a com ­ 
petent chemist. 
The following are a few of the re­ 
sults obtained: 
C kea.m of TAKTAR -5 5 samples ex­ 
amined, 14.J per cent of mein a d u l ­ 
ated. 
All the sam ples were sold as 
pure cream of ta r t a r at a pure goods 
price.

ad u lteran ts found were 
acid phosphates of lime, 
alum, salt, 
and plaster of paris. 
B u t t e s .—15 sam ples examined, 26.0 
per 
cern 
being 
adulterated. 
One 
sam ple was pure olem argurine. 
B aking Po w d e r s.- G sam ples con­ 
tained terr a alb a and must be classed 
as adulterated.
